WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—-(/)— 
Bowling over all major amendments, 
including the export debenture plan, 
the senate today established a strong 
bipartisan support for the administra- 
tion’s soil conservation-subsidy bill but 
postponed a final vote until tomorrow. 


Democratic leaders set tomorrow's | 
session an hour earlier than custom- | 


ary in an effort to drive the AAA 
replacement legislation through to the 
house well before nightfall. 

Pending when a recess was taken 
late this afternoon were republican 
substitutes calling for increased 
tariffs and for huge acreage purchases 
by the government and a minority 
move to recommit the bill for public 
hearings. 

Punctuating the amendment ballot- 
ing was another hot debate over the 
supreme court's AAA decision, which 
made the pending legislation neces- 
eary. 

Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, the 
majority leader, said the court had 
“impeached” the value of its own de- 
cision by holding agriculture to be a 
local problem. Senator Norris, repub- 
lican, Nebraska, again assailed the 
tribunal as e “legislative” body, while 
Senators McAdoo, democrat, Califor- 
nia, and Dickinson, republican, Iowa, 
entered a defense in the interest of 
what they termed the “preservation of 
constitutional government,” 

The export debenture plan, offered 
hy Senator Connally, democrat, Tex- 
as, was rejected 42 to 32 on the clos- 
est roll call of the day. It had car- 
ried twice in 1929 during the Hoover 
administration, but both times failed 
in the house.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—())— 
An appropriation. of $1,746,000,000 to 
pay the soldiers’ bonus was asked in 
the senate today—with word from ax 
administration spokesman that it 
would not require new taxes—as a 
fresh inflation threat developed in the 
house. 

Senator Byrnes, democrat, South 
Carolina, introduced an amendment to 
the independent offices appropriation 
bill to provide the funds for paying 
the bonus out of borrowed money. He 
issued a etatement saying it would 
not require additional taxes. 

A short while earlier, Representa- 
tive Patman, democrat, Texas, filed a 
petition in the house designed to put 
that chamber on record as to whether 
the bonus should be paid in new 
money. 

House leaders claimed this move— 
as well as the companion inflationary 
move to pay $3,000,000,000 of farm 
mortgages with new money—would be 
beaten. Twenty names were reported 
on the Patman petition when _ the 
house adjourned at nightfall. Nearly 
200 additional signatures would be re- 
quired to force a vote on the question

UNANIMITY WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Some editors have been

Thé entire country, 
apparently, has taken its pen in hand to tell newspapers, magazines and 
even the Congressional Record what it thinks about politics. : 

It may mean the country is aroused, and then again it may mean 
something else. ¢; 

For instance, Senator Pope offered for printing in the Congressional 
Record the other day six letters to show the opinion of the people of 
Idaho about WPA. Pope said the letters demonstrated that WPA had 
been so outstanding that the leading citizens of his state could not resist 
writing about it. Each of the letters stated as much. 

The trouble was they all stated the same sentiment on the same dates 
in about the same language. Indeed, three of the letters were identical, 
word for word, (Congressional Record, February 6, page 1695.) 


WRINKLE The timely unanimity of the people of Idaho is undoubted- 

ly a psychic manifestation, but there are practical ways of 
helping such things along. As all insiders know, public letter writing is 
an old lobbying trick. It is so old that most lobbyists have dropped it, 
although there are still some here who assert they can deliver 50,000 
vox pop letters to editors, congressmen or government officials on any 
subject within a week, for a sufficient sum. 

Organized use of letter writers in political campaigns, however, is a 
new wrinkle, and a smart one, worked out by highly efficient modern 
political publicity men. They know the pro bono publico letters are 
generally printed, and what is more, people read them, even in the Con- 
gressional Record.

However, I’m assured that this is a 
false picture and that the rest of the 
country is placarded as before, and 
that when the games are over the 
anti-semitic program will be resumed 
hereabouts, all of which sounds credi- 
ble and consistent.

SWITZERLAND PACT 
OF INTEREST IN STATE 


Trade Concessions Proclaim- 
ed by F. D. R. Cover 
Many Products. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—UConces- 
sions secured under the reciprocal 
trade agreement with Switzerland, 
proclaimed by President Rooseveit 
last week, cover a wide range of prod- 
ucts, many of which are important to 
the farmers, laborers and manufactur- 
ers of Georgia, the State Department 
announced here today, 

“The small Swiss duty on cotton, 
equivalent to about 3 cents per 10U 
pounds,” officials of the department 
said, “has been ‘bound’ against in- 
crease. The manufacture of textiles 
is Switzerland’s second largest indus- 
try, and one which uses important 
quantities of American cotton. Prior 
to 1933, United States growers sup- 
plied approximately OU per cent of 
the Swiss requirements. 

“Imports from the United States av- 
eraged 60,500 bales for the years 192b- 
1930, dropping to 35,000 bales in 
1934. Swiss purchases aggregated 
$6,000,000 in 1928. In 1934, despite 
lowered prices and the serious decline 
in Swiss textile production, cotton 
sales still amounted to $2,400,000. 
The agreement not only binds the ex- 
isting low duty on cotton but also 
provides that no quota may be estab- 
lished duricg the life off the agree- 
ment.” v4 
American fruits also received valu- 
able concessions, officials said. Fresh 
apples and pears were granted a quota 
of 5,323,000 pounds, a figure that has 
been exceeded: but once during the 
past decade. The duty on prunes was 
reduced, while the quota was _in- 
creased from 15,000 quintals to about 
25,000 quintals, or 5,447,000 pounds. 
This is equivalent to our largest ex- 
ports of prunes for any year since the 
World War. 

The quota on other dried fruits, 
principally apricots, was increased to 
11,000 quintals, or 2,425,000 pounds, 
which is deemed sufficient to cover 
normal denrands. In addition, the 
duty on apricots was reduced 20 per 
cent to $5.88 per 100 pounds. ‘I'he 
duty on raisins was bound against in- 
crease. The duty on canned fruits 
has been reduced from 55 franes to 45 
franes per quintal. 

The duty on canned shrimp has been 
reduced almost ‘one-half in the agree- 
ment. The United States export trade) 


'in this commodity is a comparatively 
recent development, according to tariff 


experts of the government, and_ the 
high Swiss duty has made any sales 
expansion in that country extremely 
difficult. The duty has now been re-: 
duced from 90 francs to 50 francs 
per quintal, or to approximately $7.39 
per hundred pounds.

ARMY 10 ASK FUNDS 
FOR AERIAL DEFENSE 


War Heads Seeking To De- 
velop Rapid-Firing ‘Air- 
Cannon.’ 


WAS INGTON, Feb. 14.—-(4)— 
To be prepared for future combat in 
the skies the War Department has 
asked congress for $100,000 for the 
development of a new, rapid-firing 
aerial cannon. 

Specifications and blueprints have 
already been devised by army ordnance 
engineers, it was learned today, for a 
weapon of a caliber between the .oU 


Browning machine gun and the 3f/- 
millimeter infantry cannon. 

Major Geuieral W. H. Tschappat, 
chief of ordnance, expects the gun will 
shoot 15,000 feet into the air and 
with a direct hit, bring down a plane. 

Ordnance engineers said they had 
determined that it is technically pos- 
sible to produce a gun of the -ype in 
question and were confident the re- 
quested appropriation would result in 
an effective weapon. 

The .50-caliber Browning machine 
gun, now used in American battle 
planes, fires 200 to 400 shots per min- 
ute and will pierce the armor of any 
planes or tanks now in existence. How- 
ever, it lacks the range needed for 
aerial combat or for use as an anti- 
aircraft weapon on the ground. 

The 37-millimeter infantry cannon 
is an extremely accurate hand-loaded | 
one-pounder, but.is too heavy for fast 
planes to carry and too large in cali- 
ber for quick firing. Military experts 
also do not consider it a satisfactory 
weapon against aircraft or mechanized 
ground units. 

Ordnance engineers are now seeking | 
to develop a gun which will combine 
the best features of the two and give 
the army a lightweight, automatic 
weapon which will hurl a hail of ex- 
plosive shells from or at planes at 
increased distances. 

Ordnance experts said today that

Lauzon was released from the fed- 
eral penitentiary last November after 
eerving 14 years of a 20-year sentence 
for burglary in the District of Colum- 
bia. When he was arrested and con- 
victed 14 years ago he had won a 
reputation as the “million-dollar jim- | 
my thief’ of Washington. He had 
jimmied and robbed more than 100 
fashionable apartments while he lived 
in luxury in Baltimore, 40 miles away. 

At the time of his release. Illinois 
officials appeared before Governor 
Talmadge with a requisition. Jauzon 
was wanted at Joliet state prison, , 
where he had escaped while serving a 
15-year sentence for burglary. Tal- 
madge denied the requisition and of- | 
fered Lauzon the opportunity to set- 
tle down in Atlanta and reform. 

Lauzon repaid the Governor by mov- 
ing to the home of a family that had 
promised to help him reform, clipping 
notices from the death columns. of 
northern and eastern newspapers and 
writing letters to the dead men. Lau- 
zon would tell the dead man that he 
was in financial difficulties here and 
ask him to repay a loan made some 
years ago. Lauzon’s hope was that 
the dead man’s relatives would for- 
ward him the money. 

Protests to postal officials from two 
families caused Eauzon’s arrest.

ECONOMICS TEACHERS 
N CONFERENCE HERE 


‘Home Work’ of School Pu- 
pils Principal Topic at 
Three-Day Sessions. 


A method for “getting up the home- 
work” which contrasts sharply with 
the old straight-through-the-book plan 
was advocated for students yesterday 
by 45 teachers of vocational home eco- 
nomics, who are attending a. three- 
day conference here. The innovation 
is known as the problem-solving 
method. 

Leading educators have recommend- 
ed the system as a means of aid- 
ing students to solve specific difficul- 
ties. Miss Elizabeth Todd, itinerant 
teacher-trainer, who is leading discus- 
sions, said the major part of the con- 
ference, which began yesterday, will be 
devoted to the method.

CUBAN RANSOM BILLS 
MAY LEAD 10 KARPIS 


Notorious Criminal Thought 
at Other End of Trail to 
Bank Here. 


Out of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Atlanta winds the trail that may 
lead Department of Justice agents to 
the hideouts of Alvin Karpis and Har- 
ry Campbell, foremost public enemies 
of the country, it was learned yes- 
terday. 

The steady drift into the bank here 
of ransom money that won the re- 
lease last April of Eutimio Falla 
Bonet, kidnaped millionaire Cuban, is 
continuing, it was said yesterday, some 


of the money having turned up at the 
bank within the last few days. 

The money, it is said, continues to 
come from New York, California and 
Texas, as it has for several months 
and government agents, it is said. are 
close to the spots where the money is 
being turned into banks after it has 
either been spent by the hiding kid- 
napers or traded in for less dangerous 
money. 

Bremer Link Seen. 

The $1,100 of Bonet ransom money 
that turned up at the Minneapolis Re- 
serve Bank last month while the tria! 
of the kidnapers of Edward G. Bre- 
mer, St. Paul, Minn., banker, was ar 
its height, has convinced government: 
agents that one or more of the Bonet 
kidnapers was in St. Paul at the time 
of the Bremer trial, either as an in- 
terested spectator or as a member of 
the kidnap gang detailed to offer 
whatever help he could do to the de- 
fendants in the Bremer case. 

Karpis and Campbell are eagerly 
sought by government agents, who 
are convinced that they were the lead- 
ers of the Bremer kidnaping, which 
netted the kidnapers $200,000, and 
also leaders of the gang that kidnaped 
Bonet with a net profit of $300,000. 
The $500,000 collection in the two kid- 
napings convince government agents 
that they quarry is well fortified in 
their efforts to avoid arrest. 

Federal reserve bank officials at 
Minneapolis, in commenting yesterday 
on the $1,100 of Bonet ransom money 
that had passed into their tills during 
the trial of the three Bremer sus- 
pects, said: 

“We believe that this $1,100 was 
sp_nt innocently by witnesses at the 
Bremer trial.”

Some representative of the Bonet fam- 
ily must have obtained the money 
from some commercial bank in Ha- 
vana, which in turn, obtained the 
money from our Havana branch. We 
do not deal directly with the public.” 

When Falla Bonet in Cuba last 
April was kidnaped, ransom was de-

of police, obtained the money from a 
_bank and secured his son’s release in 
24 hours. ,
